The appearances of man-head- 
ed bull river gods in the coinage of Magna Graecia and Sicily are usually charac- 
terized by a bearded face, not clean shaven as this one. A closer parallel would seem to 
be the head of Achelous seen on coins of Akarnania in the 3rd to 2nd century BC. The 
route of transmission appears to be overland. The name on the reverse is also difficult 
to determine; CCCBM gives VANDILLOS or variant, while this piece seems to 
read VANDIINOS.

Tarentum 


The city of Tarentum was a Greek colony on the western coast of 
Calabria traditionally said to have been founded by the Iapygians or 
the Spartans. Its name derives from Taras, a son of the god Poseidon. 
The city possessed fertile surrounding countryside and an excel- 
lent harbor which was to play a major part in the city’s subsequent 
history 


Tarentum’s commerce and military were very powerful, and fora 
time the city held a sort of suzerainty over the rest of the towns of 
Magna Graecia. The inhabitants, however, eventually became lux- 
urious and effeminate until, even with the assistance of King Pyrrhos 
of Epiros, they were conquered by the Romans.

The coins of Tarentum are particularly interesting because the se- 
ries, probably more than any other, offers such a consistently high de- 
gree of style for so longa time. On the silver nomoi, the obverse 
depicts a youthful horseman in a variety of poses, while the reverse 
depicts Taras riding a dolphin. There is a story that Taras’ ship sunk 
ina storm off the coast of Italy and he was saved by a dolphin, sent 
by his father Poseidon, who carried him back to shore. In an alternate 
version of the foundation myth of Tarentum, it was Taras who found- 
ed the city on the spot he was delivered to land by the dolphin.

Metapontion 


Metapontion was a Greek colony of Lucania on the Tarentine gulf. 
Originally founded by Greeks at an early date, it was destroyed by 
Samnites and subsequently refounded as a colony of Corinth. The fa- 
mous philosopher and mathematician Pythagoras moved his school 
to Metapontion where he died. Later, after Roman domination, the 
city participated ina revolt during the invasion of Hannibal. It was 
subsequently recaptured and dealt with so severely that by imperial 
times it had faded into oblivion. 


The first coins of Metapontion were incuse and had as their design 
the traditional symbol of the city, the barley (or grain) ear. The in- 
habitants of Metapontion attributed the founding of the city to the 
mythologically obscure Leukippos, and his bust wearing a 
Corinthian helmet often appears on the obverse of certain later issues. 
Of course, the cult of Demeter played an important role in a colony 
with strong agricultural ties, and her bust was likewise a prevalent 
artistic motif employed on the obverse. The reverse design remained 
for the most part static and usually consisted of the barley ear.

Thourioi 


Established near the former city of Sybaris, the colony of Thourioi 
was founded circa 445 BC by a coalition composed mainly of 
Athenians and the remaining Sybarites. The historian Herodotus 
and the orator Lysias were two of its original colonists. Shortly after 
the city’s founding, the Sybarites were expelled and the new city 
rapidly gained great power and became one of the most important 
towns of Magna Graecia. 


The city’s new-found prosperity occasioned the need for a sub- 
stantial coinage. As with all Greek coins, the designs used reflect 
important connections with the city’s history. On the silver issues, the 
obverse helmeted bust of Athena decorated with the Skylla design 
in relief represents the association of Athens being the mother city, 
and this impressive type was copied by other cities, namely 
Herakleia and Velia, where the Athena head was equally predom- 
inant. The reverse depiction of a fierce bull, lowering its head to 
charge, was an old Sybaritic emblem, and it has been suggested 
that the fish below identifies the bull as a river-god. This attitude 
of the charging bull makes for one of the most impressive animal 
figures in the entire range of Greek coinage.

Kroton 


The Greek colony of Kroton was traditionally attributed to the myth- 
ical hero Kroton, but archaeology indicates it was founded by 
colonists from Achaea under the leadership of Myscellos circa 710 
BC. It became the second home of the philosopher and mathemiati- 
cian Pythagoras before he moved to Metapontion. Kroton’s army 
was sufficiently strong that circa 510 BC it defeated its primary rivals, 
the Sybarites, and destroyed their city. Subsequently, however, its mil- 
itary strength waned and the city, unable to maintain the prestige it 
once possessed among the towns of Magna Graecia, rapidly de- 
clined. 


The earliest coinage of Kroton is similar to that of Metapontion by the 


fact that both issued incuse silver coins. Most of these incuse coins 


| have as their main device the Delphic tripod, and it subsequently be- 


came the dominant motif of Kroton’s coins. Of course, the tripod 
was an appropriate feature, and the cult of Apollo received promi- 
nence at Kroton. Other gods and heroes played significantly in 
Kroton’s coinage, especially eagles which represent Zeus, and

A Private Collection of Rare Bronze Coinage 
from the Island of Salamis - Part II 


The Bronze Coinage of Salamis 


A synopsis by Prof. John H. Kroll 


Salamis, the large island that almost touches the coast of Attica near the 
Piraeus and Eleusis, is best remembered for the decisive sea battle that was 
fought off its shores in 480 BC. Long before this time the island had been 
taken over by Athens, which populated it with Athenian settlers (cleruchs) 
and administrated it through an annually appointed governor. Salamis re- 
mained an Athenian possession for most of antiquity, so the production of 
bronze coins connected with the island is most unusual. 


Obverses of the major issue have an elegant female head, assumed to be 
that of the nymph Salamis, wearing a stephane, with a heavy fall of loose 
hair over her neck. The reverse type is the shield of the Salaminian hero 
Ajax, with his encased sword positioned on the shield and the legend Z[A—AA 
on either side. Two examples of this fairly substantial coinage were exca 
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vated at Olynthos from houses that were abandoned when King Philip II 


of Macedon destroyed the city in 348 BC. Other specimens have been found 
in archaeological contexts in Athens as late as 307 BC. From this evidence it 
appears that the coinage began sometime during the first half of the 4th cen- 
tury and continued down toward the end of the century. On the latest is- 
sues, the obverse head is smaller and simpler and the neck is left bare, while 
on reverses the sword is occasionally displaced to the right of the shield so that 
the shield could be ornamented with a blazon (triskeles eagle or gorgoneion). 
Owing to weak striking or wear, the blazon has sometimes disappeared 
from the shield on these later coins. 


During the wars of succession that followed the death of Alexander the 
Great, Salamis did become briefly independent. In 317 a party of Athenian 
residents betrayed the island to the Macedonian king Cassander and gov- 
erned it until the island reverted to Athens about a decade later. But the 
Olynthos finds make it clear that most of the Salaminian bronze goes back 
well before this independence to the time of Athenian control. Since this 
coinage cannot have been the coinage of a sovereign state, itis nearly unique 
among the coinages of ancient Greece. Nevertheless, there is a suggestive par- 
allel: in the second quarter of the 4th century the city of Athens began to 
mint a bronze coinage in conjunction with the annual celebrations of the 
Eleusinian Mysteries. This coinage has Eleusinian types (Triptolemos and sac- 
rificial piglet) and an Eleusinian legend, EAEY%I; yet it is clear that the 
coinage was minted not by the local people of Eleusis but by the city of 
Athens, which was in charge of the Mysteries. Barclay Head conjectured 
that the Salaminian bronze may have been a similar festival coinage, minted 
in connection with the island’s festival of Ajax. But since this festival did 
not begin to compare internationally in importance or popularity with the 
Eleusinian mysteries, it seems more likely that the Salaminian coinage was 
struck to fill the need fora convenient small-change, retail-trade currency at 
a time when the city of Athens was minting exclusively in silver. 


Was the coinage struck by the people of Salamis (i.e., the cleruchs), as the 
legend suggests? This is the view put forth in the most recent discussion of 
these coins (J.H. Kroll with A.S. Walker, The Athenian Agora, vol. XXVI, The 
Greek Coins, Princeton 1994, pp.27-36, 215-216). But this view may have to be 
revised, since on analogy with Athens’ Eleusinian bronze, the coinage may 
actually have been minted by the people of Athens in the name of Salamis. 
However this may be, once the Athenians began to circulate an Athena/owl 
bronze coinage of their own in the third quarter of the 4th century, there 
was no longer any justification for the Salaminian coinage, which was dis- 
continued. 


(Editor’s Note: The following collection of bronze coinage from the island of 
Salamis represents, along with part! from CNG Auction 38 and a third part 
yet to come, one collector’s lifelong pursuit of this rare coinage. Any prospec- 
tive collector wishing to add this rarity to their collection should not be mis- 
lead by the size of this offering as once this “hoard” is dispersed, it is un- 
likely that another similar group will come to the market any time soon, if 
ever.)

Other than the clear Armenian references in the devices, there is no clue to the origin 
of these enigmatic pieces. The meaningless legends and the mixture of Greek and 
Latin letters (the R in place of P for example) suggests a date sometime in the 1st 
century AD or even later, with perhaps some relationship in terms of function to 
the tessera of Ephesos with similar nonsensical legends. In other words, they are not 
coins in the true sense of the word, but instead are some kind of token.

At the end of the First Punic War in 246 BC, Carthage found herself confronted 
witha dilemma. Large numbers of Greek, Italian and African mercenaries had been 


hired to pursue the war with Rome, and now Carthage, defeated and bankrupt, had] | 


no money for the pay owed to them. Rebellion broke out in Sardinia and Africa. The 
latter situation became critical when one of the leaders, Matho, a native Libyan, in- 
spired the native population to join the mercenaries against their Punic Carthaginian 
overlords. Military unrest became a nationalist war of liberation. Coins were struck 
in the name of Libya and “M”, which has been taken as either “machanat”- the 
Camp (of the mercenaries), or perhaps Matho, their leader. The first issues were ap- 
parently on overstruck Carthaginian silver shekels, but later issues are found on 
newly prepared flans, although the fineness of the silver seems to vary greatly. 
Hamilcar Barca, the great Carthaginian general, finally suppressed the revolt in 
238 BC.

George Rogers in his recent study of the triumviral coinage in Gaul (Notes sur des rap- 
ports métrologiques: un systeme monetaire en Gaule de 43 4 23 av. J-C., RN XXVI- 
II [1987], pp. 83-93) supposes that this issue was struck under the governorship o 
Lepidus in 44-42 BC, and that Lepidus was the founder of the colony of Cabellio. 
He further argues that the absence of the legend COL (indicating the status of the city 
as a colony) in combination with CABE is not an argument against his proposi- 
tion, but rather he draws parallels with the foundation coinage of Lyon to support his 
position.

Metellus, the father-in-law of Pompey, took an active role in the Senate's attempt 
to strip Caesar of his Gaul command. When the Pompeian party fled Rome for the east 
in 49 BC, Metellus was given command of the forces in Syria. He exacted funds 

om the cities of Asia Minor with brutal efficiency. He had set up his headquarters in 
Pergamon and was proceeding to loot the treasury when, early in 48 BC, he was or- 
dered to link up with Pompey in Greece to meet Caesar's invasion. Attempts to co- 
ordinate the various forces in the Republican army fell apart in the face of quarrels 
among the commanders (frequently involving Metellus) over the division of spoils o 
a war not yet won. After the defeat at Pharsalia, Metellus fled to Africa where he 
once again plundered the countryside in search of supplies. It was only with great dif- 

culty that Cato prevented him from sacking Utica, the main town held by Pompeian 
‘orces. He committed suicide by jumping into the sea after losing a naval battle o 
Hippo Regius in 46 BC. Metellus is described as cruel, avaricious and vindictive, and 
in neither Asia nor in Africa did his conduct reflect well on the Republican cause. His 
depredations in Asia and Africa are marked by this rare issue of tetradrachms from 
Pergamon and a series of denarii struck in Africa.

A syn- 
cretistic Zeus with the attributes of a local sky god seems most likely. In The Silver 
Coinage of Cappadocia, Vespasian-Commodus (ANSNNM No.166, 1996), 
pg.155, Dr. William Metcalf indicates that due to recent hoard evidence this issue can 
no longer be attributed to Caesarea in Cappadocia. He does not, however, reattribute 
the coin to any specific mint.

An apparently unpublished mule of an obverse typically reserved for the Muse 
Thalia and a reverse of Clio. At the June New York International, two numisma- 
tists disagreed as to the nature of this coin. The first (me, Barry) suggested that the coin 
was a mule as described here in this auction. The other numismatist suggested that 
this was just a poorly executed reverse die of Thalia, with a poorly cut mask. 
Comparison to the plates in Banti reveal that this is the same reverse die as Banti 
17/6. Banti 17/1-11 all clearly show a volumen (scroll) on the obverse. The obverse die 
of this coin, while not an apparent match to any of the coins in Banti, clearly shows a 
sandal behind Apollo’s head and in no way can this symbol be misconstrued as a 
poorly cut scroll.

The Flavian Dynasty 
(AD 69-96) 


Vespasian came to power in 69 AD with the support of the eastern legions and 
of the governors of Syria and of Egypt. In the hopes of fostering an image of 
a secure ruling dynasty to an empire weary of civil strife, Vespasian imme- 
diately designated his son Titus as his successor. The empire experienced 
ten years of relatively peaceful and prosperous rule under Vespasian that 
saw the beginnings of construction of numerous monuments and build- 
ings, probably the most famous of which is the Flavian Amphitheater (bet- 
ter known as the Colosseum and completed under Titus) in Rome. His reign 
also saw the successful conclusion of the First Jewish Revolt (also known 
from the Jewish perspective as the First Roman War) in 74 AD, and the de- 
struction of the Temple of Jerusalem, of which the carting away of the spoils 
provides the scene the artisans depicted when creating the reliefs on the 
Arch of Titus. An entire series of coins minted in the names of Vespasian 
and Titus use the reverse legend IVDAEA CAPTA to commemorate these 
events. 


Upon Vespasian's death in 79 AD, Titus ascended to the throne. In the short 
two years that he reigned, he continued the policies of his father and his 
rule was considered by contemporaries as generous and benevolent. 
Interestingly, but not of much interest to most numismatists, Titus was ad- 
mired by many Roman women for his good looks, such as in modem times 
one would expect of a famous movie actor or musician. Perhaps his gen- 
erosity in dealing with the calamities besetting the empire in 79 (first the 
eruption of Mt. Vesuvius with the resulting destruction to the towns of 
Pompeii and Herculaneum, then a massive fire in Rome which caused ma- 
jor destruction from the Capitol to the Pantheon, and finally a severe out- 
break of plague) was the cause of this perception, but it can clearly be seen 
from his portraiture that what once was considered beautiful may not nec- 
essarily be perceived likewise today. 





Domitian, who succeeded his elder brother Titus in 81 AD, is presented 
from a very unfavorable perspective by ancient historians. Cassius Dio, 
Seutonius and Tacitus all attest to Domitian's paranoia and murderous be- 
havior. Of course, these historians were all members of the senatorial aris- 
tocracy, and Domitian had made no attempt to conceal his autocratic rule by 
stripping the senate of most of its powers. Regardless of Domitian's per- 
sonal shortcomings, from all the historical data it appears that Domitian 
was an able administrator, administering justice conscientiously. Even 
Seutonius who seldom has a favorable remark when making observations 
about Domitian credits him with taking "such care to exercise restraint over 
the city officials and the governors of the provinces, that at no time were 
they more honest or just." Domitian also tried to raise public standards of 
morality and he was a devoted participant in the ancient Roman religions. 
One of the most common reverse types employed on the denarii during his 
reign depicts his special patron, Minerva. Domitian also tried to institute 
monetary reforms in 82 AD, increasing the weights and precious metal con- 
tent of the aurei and denarii. However, despite his many beneficial policies, 
Domitian's paranoia concerning plots against him triggered a palace con- 
spiracy (involving his own wife) that resulted in his assassination in 96 AD, 
and marshaled the 'golden’ era of the Antonines.

It has been speculated that the reverse design represents the facades quadrifons o; 
an arch Domitian had built on the Via Flaminia in Rome. If this speculation is ac- 
cepted, then it will follow that this reverse type has a double significance: firstly, 
there is the obvious allusion to Domitian’s extensive building campaign, and sec- 
ondly (and much more interesting), it illustrates Domitian’s grandiose view of him- 
self in what was his rather insignificant role in the continuation of Vespasian’s pol- 
icy of shortening the Rhine frontier by extending the ‘Pax Romana’further into 
German territory.

Severus Alexander 
222-235 AD. 


Severus Alexander came to power after the assassination of his cousin 
Elagabalus in 222 AD, in which his mother, Julia Mamaea, and grandmoth- 
er, Julia Maesa, were the principle instigators. It was a rather fortunate oc- 
currence for Alexander as Elagabalus, having promoted him to the rank of 
Caesar the previous year, had become very jealous of the affection his cousin 
received from the people and planned to have him murdered. Despite the 
praise which the author of his biography in the Historia Augusta (a spurious 
work attributed to Aurelius Victor) accords Alexander, his reign was only a 
mediocre one. According to one prominent historian of the period, he and his 
mother did make an attempt "to guide the sun worship into less exotic chan- 
nels” than those favored by Elagabalus. But in spite of his coinage types 
praising the military, Alexander failed to gain its respect, and even encour- 
aged its scorn. This was perhaps unwise, as proven by the events of the sub- 
sequent half century, the military was to become vital to the survival of the 
emperor.

According to Shiel, this issue portrays Carausius’ propaganda policies within his own 
sphere of influence. It was important not so much the way others outside of his domain 
viewed him, but rather how he was perceived by his own subjects, and thus the fra- 
ternal aspect of the obverse portraiture. Shiel notes only seventeen published specimens, 
and therefore feels that the evidence is insufficient to arrive at any precise chronolo- 
gy for the issue. However, he does present theories that would indicate an issue date 
sometime between 290 (a time when Carausius had established peace with the central 
emperors after their unsuccessful attempt to remove him in 289) and 293 when 
Constantius was elevated to the rank of Caesar.

After being nursed back to health, Sebastian persisted in proclaiming his faith, where- 
upon the equally persistant emperor ordered him finally beaten to death. Sebastian's 
“resurrection” made him the focus of a strong popular cult during the plague years 
in medieval Europe.

Frederick II Hohenstaufen, “Stupor Mundi’- “Wonder of the World”, was the most 
enlightened ruler of the medieval world, and singlehandedly almost ignited a re- 
naissance centuries before it took hold in Europe. Besides encouraging the study of the 
ancient world and bettering relations with the Muslims (including negotiating free 
access to Christian holy sites in Palestine, where crusading armies were completely 
unsuccessful), his most concrete innovation was the initiation of a western gold 
coinage fully comparable to the gold coins of the ancient Romans. The clearly classical 
motifs proclaimed his inheritance of the legacy of the Roman emperors and were issued 
concurrently with the publication of the Constitution of Melfi, his codification o 
Norman law meant to follow the famous Roman law codes. The augustale was struck 
until 1266, and the coinage of Frederick’ s successors never achieved the standards o 
his brilliant reign.

If the sender did not 
require a reply, but did want to know his document had been delivered to the proper 
place, the recipient would remove the seal, stamp it with his own seal and return it with 
the messenger.
